lis raise the budget. It is now apparent 
at such hopes did not quite materialize. 
Shy? 
here was a mild business recession in 
60-61, from which the nation seems to 
| emerging. Unemployment naturally 
Gects giving, but past experience shows 
Wat loyalty to the cause of Christ is not 
ectly geared to changing economic 
fuations. Usually we sustain our giving 
a high level during minor depressions. 
Other denominations have also experi- 
Hced a drop in giving. Your editor was 
\ conference recently with top leaders 
three other Baptist Conventions. All 
‘tee men stated that giving to denomina- 
onal work had increased only about 1% 
ting the year, when the normal increase 
_ previous years had been about 10%. 
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Some of those denominations have shown 
a considerable numerical net gain in mem- 
bers year after year. That is probably 
how they can report even a 1% gain in 
giving this year. Unfortunately, our gains 
did not exceed our losses this past year, 
and our OWM receipts were actually 
lower than last year by $5,886.51. This 
is serious. To come to the end of the 
year $19,500 short of our adopted budget 
(see back page) means a serious cut- 
back in our Program for Advance and a 
depletion of reserve funds that will curtail 
the work ahead. 

It is true that most of our advance has 
to be the responsibility of local churches. 
Advance is possible without entering new 
fields at home and abroad — which can 
only come through organized, united 
effort. The question remains as to whether 
the average local church will advance 
if it diminishes its missionary giving. 
Local evangelism and missionary outreach 
go hand in hand. Let’s move forward 
every month this year. We can do it. 
We cannot afford the attitude of “Let 
George do it” either in tithing or in 
evangelism, 


EDITORIAL NOTES 


Honorable Discharge Deadline 

Veterans and their representatives were 
given the deadline of October 25, 1961, 
to apply for honorable discharges to re- 
place “other than honorable’ discharges. 
The notice, which came too late for prior 
inclusion in our publication, would not, 
we believe, be applicable to Seventh Day 
Baptist veterans (all of whom should 
have received honorable discharges). It 
should be pointed out that it was not 


-an offer to wipe out all dishonorable 


discharges — only those where mistakes 
had been made by military authorities, 
mistakes which could be reviewed by the 
Correction Boards that have been set up. 


A deadline which could have been very 
important to the future of some men has 
now passed. Are there other deadlines 
for action that careless people allow to 
slip by? Invitations extended to sinners to 
come to Christ are often recognized as 
deadlines at a later date. The inclination 
and desire to make something worth 
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while of one’s life sometimes disappear 
when the time for decision —has~ been 
missed, Such a moment may never return. 
Who knows? 


Military authorities may have erred in 
saying that a given man was not worthy 
of an honorable discharge. That is why 
there are Correction Boards. After being 
duly publicized a deadline can be an- 
nounced to prod the man or his family 
into making application for an improve- 
ment in his status. How happy we can 
be that in spiritual matters we have an 
unerring Judge, Jesus Christ, by whose 
standards we are now judged and before 
whom all men “must appear in the judg- 
ment to answer for the things done in 
the body.” He has made no mistakes 
and will make none. We are pretty well 
aware of what He expects of us. He has 
thrown open the door of repentance and 
faith, While it is open let us enter and 
try to bring all our friends with us. 


Fall-out Fever 


Countless editors turned doctors, have 
diagnosed the latest national epidemic 
as fall-out fever. As might be expected, 
they have not agreed on how to prescribe 
for it. Mrs. N. Khrushchev recently ex- 
pressed what may be the Russian 
propaganda line when she remarked that 
the people of her country were not 
digging fall-out shelters because they did 
not expect to be involved in war. All 
over our land we can see our neighbors 
digging in their back yards or co-oper- 
ating in mass shelter projects. The Bulletin 
of the Committee for World Development 
and World Disarmament notes, “In 
Kingston, N. Y., limestone caves currently 
used to grow mushrooms will be con- 
verted into giant fall-out shelters to save 
the populace from mushroom clouds.” 


There have been numerous cases where 
the epidemic of fall-out fever has reached 
the panic stage. When self-preservation 
gets to the panic stage it ceases to be a 
God-given, manly thing and reduces men 
and women to clawing animals. Let’s be

Opportunities We Must Grasp 


Statistics from the 1961 Yearbook will 
show increased expenditures over 1960 as 
reported by churches in amounts paid to 
pastors for local church expenses, and 
for benevolences. These reports, of 
course, represent a period ending June 30. 
The report from the treasurer of Our 
World Mission, however, shows that the 
amount given to our unified budget was 
less than the preceding year. 82.5% of 
our total giving budget was raised in 
1961. All this has accounted for the 
fact that boards and agencies, with the 
exception of commitments already made, 
are compelled to operate in 1962 under 
a “hold the line” policy. 


The projection of the Seventh Day 
Baptist Program for Advance into third 
and fourth years suggests that we analyze 
our opportunities. Requests coming in 
would easily justify a full-time missionary 
worker in the home field. There is in- 
creased interest and effort in Jamaica 
where native workers are ready for full- 
time service. Means of transportation in 
the mission fields will soon need replace- 
ments. A tract is ready for translation 
into the Chinyanja language and there 
is need for tracts in Spanish. Other tracts 
in preparation need to be published in 
greater numbers than is now financially 
possible. The work of the young people 
should have the services of a full-time 
field person, and some lesson publications 
are in need of revision and reprinting. 
These are some of the opportunities facing 
us. 


As we face up to our responsibilities as 
Seventh Day Baptists each of us can help 
to make possible the incorporation of 
these opportunities into realizable goals. 
A united budget, fully subscribed and 
raised in 1962, would not only make 
possible the completion of the programs 
already in progress, but would set the 
stage for the realization of plans in keep- 
ing with opportunities and responsibilities 
of Seventh Day Baptists.

The committee learned a great many 
things through the carrying out of this 
project and would pass on to others who 
may desire a similar project the following 
information and suggestions: 


1. The American Sabbath Tract Society 
will furnish all the literature needed, 
which is published by that society, and 
will also help in financial support when 
sponsored by a large area group of 
churches. 


2. The North Central Association of 
Seventh Day Baptist Churches supported 
the project with special budgeted funds 
for this purpose. 


3. Booth rent was $30. It needs to be 
in a rather quiet location with congenial 
neighbors. It should be set up with a 
worshipful atmosphere, and have no 
ballyhoo. A rest area and cold running 
water provide added attraction. Pro- 
fessionally painted, clearly lettered signs 
are necessary to help carry out our mission. 
Attendants must be friendly and expect 
friendliness from all passers-by. 


4. Special attractive literature should be 
provided which is especially designed to 
catch the eye and heart of the children 


-and young people. The committee felt 


that this was a great weakness in the 
current year’s project. 


CONCLUSION 


The Association Tract Committee 
members along with all helpers, feel that 
each received many special blessings in 
the carrying out of this project, and ex- 
pressed willingness to try it again at some 
other nearby fair in the future. Experience 
gained, it is hoped, will encourage others 
to go all out for a religious fair booth.

Directory indicated approximately one 
million communicants. There is evidence 
that this shrank considerably in the early 
years of Communist control but that there 
continued to be accessions and even 
growth for some years. Most rural 
churches were closed during the period 
of land reform after Communists first 
took over and few of them reopened. Now 
it is certain under the commune system 
that has engulfed the entire population 
that the organized church in rural areas 
has disappeared.” 


Dr. Merwin comments further that in 
the city of Shanghai “of some 200 
Protestant churches, reportedly only 21 
or 23 continued. A Christian who left 
there recently claimed only 3 or 4 
churches remain open in Shanghai, with 
the spread of the communes to the cities. 
Unless this has been seriously slowed 
down by recent food problems and policy 
revisions on the part of the government, 
it is likely that the number of churches 
will further decrease.” This is dis- 
couraging. 

Dr. Merwin concludes, “This is a dark 
picture but it is not without light. It 
has been in periods of opposition and 
difficulty that Christian faith has shone 
most clearly. Only God knows how many 
there are in China who have not bowed 
the knee... . Let us pray that Christian 
faith and Christian witness may stay alive 
in the hearts and lives of the (Chinese) 
Christian people.” He adds that we should 
be equally concerned about our own faith- 
fulness to God and the constancy of His 
purpose and power.

Nine de- 
nominations, including Seventh Day 
Baptists, had already agreed to participate. 


One of the outstanding features of the 
Assembly was the series of Bible studies 
conducted by the Right Reverend Chandu 
Ray, bishop of the Church of India, 
Pakistan, Burma, and Ceylon (Anglican). 
Bishop Ray, who radiates the Christian 
way of life, is filled with the Holy Spirit 
and deeply convinced of the power of 
prayer.

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“WHY A SEVENTH DAY BAPTIST CHURCH?” 
By Paul Osborn 
(Preached at Little Rock on the occasion of the 2nd Anniversary, October 7, 1961.) 


When we think of “church” we must 
think first of the Church universal, the 
body of Christ, composed of all those 
who believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and accept Him as their Savior and Lord. 
But many times we become confused be- 
cause we are more familiar with local 
churches. Now, the local church is a 
part of the body of Christ, a group of 
Christians organized for worship, study, 
fellowship, and work to promote the 
Christian growth of the individual. The 
work of the local church is not to “save 
souls.” That is the work of the individ- 
ual Christian and the Holy Spirit. What 
the local church is to do is to aid in the 
development of the Christian testimony 
of each individual. It is so easy to assign 
problems to committees where they are 
many times not solved, but forgotten. 
It appears that the Christian has too 
often assigned the problem of evangeliz- 
ing the world to the church, where it 
is not being solved, but often forgotten 


in the machinery of organization. 
Christian, you are the evangelist, the 
witness. It is your job, not the job of 


your church. 


So much for churches in general. Bap- 
tist churches, perhaps more than some 
others, attempt to teach their members to 
recognize their God-given responsibility 
to be witnesses for Christ. Basing their 
beliefs on the Bible as the final authority 
in matters of faith and conduct, practicing 
baptism of believers only, teaching the 
priesthood of every believer, making each 
Christian responsible to God through a 
Holy Spirit-enlivened conscience, and 
the independence of the local church, 
the Baptists have more opportunity to 
emphasize individual response to God. 


But why Seventh Day Baptists? There 
are many different groups of Baptists: 
Southern, American, Regular, Particular, 
General, Independent, United, Separate, 
Missionary, Free Will, Primitive, Two- 
Seed-in-the-Spirit, and many others. Surely 
with all these varied groups it is not 
necessary to add another.

We must also point out that the Sab- 
bath is creation’s birthday. There is no 
heavenly body that marks the week. The 
sun guards the year; the month is marked 
by the moon; but only God's marker, 
the Sabbath, keeps the week. In Romans, 
chapter one, Paul points out that the 
heathen “worship and serve the creature 
more than the creator.” The Sabbath was 
given and preserved by God to show 
His power of creation and also His 
presence among men. Had He not cared 
what men did or what they worshiped, 
there would be no Sabbath. 


The Ten Commandments, of course, 
are only a reiteration of God’s already 
existing moral code for man. So the 
Sabbath, a part of the Ten, far from being 
Judaistic, is part of the eternal moral 
law and is universal. 


The Prophetic Teaching 


The prophets have much to say about 
the Sabbath. In Isaiah 58: 13 God calls 
the Sabbath “my holy day.” In Jeremiah 
17: 22 instructions are given to “hallow 
the sabbath day.’’ Ezekiel 20: 20 repeats 
this instruction with the additional words 
of God, “They shall be a sign between 
me and you, that ye may know that I 
am the Lord your God.” Some are not 
interested, saying that these were ad- 
dressed to the Jews, and make the Sab- 
bath a distinctly Jewish institution. But 
God calls the Sabbath His holy day. The 
Jews did not start it, nor did they set 
it aside as a special day. It was for them 
to observe, since it was already God's 
day. All serious Bible students agree that 
the Jews are God’s chosen people. How 
much more should we, the spiritual sons 
and daughters of God, claim the Sabbath 
as a sign of His presence among us. 
Besides, in John 4: 24 we read that Jesus 
told the woman of Samaria, “Salvation 
is of the Jews.” Are we to turn down 
the Cross, Christ our Savior, merely be- 
cause He was a Jew? No! Then why 
should we refuse His Sabbath day, the 
seventh day, because the Jews used it?
